The interior department
hos asked the company to advance somne
legal reasons why these valuable lands
ahould be giveu to the company-—that it
has already zecured all the land to which
it is entitled for stations on the line of
the rond. Judge Usher, solicitor of the
road, some time since requested that the
department should permit the road to
furnish moral and mnot legal reasons,
The moral reasons nssigned are that the
land is liable to bo filled up with a bad
claas of population, (drinking saloons,
etc.) and that as the railrosd company
has a pgreat many skilled and eflicient
workmoen, it does not wish them cor-
rupted by such surroundings. This is
the first time that a railroad company
having no legal or other rights to land
has asked the government to give the
Iands to them for strictly missionary pur-
poses, Senator Van Wyck, who has had
his attention called to the matter,ssid the
road might as well ask a grant of the en-
tira state of Kansas,

Biniis, March 22, To-day the eighty-
seventh anniversary of the emperor's
birthday was a complete holiday. Build-
ings throughout the eity were decked
with tlags, and thonsands of people
thronged around the palace, The flieat

congratulatory telegram  was  received
from Queen Victorin, The emperor ap-
poared at tho windows ot the palace,
wheroupon tho multitude that thronged
the streets saluted him  with energotic
and long coutinued cheers, Bismarck
drove to his palace through cheoring
crowds, and at tho head of the ministry
offered his congratulationa to the em-
peror.  Later ho psid a second visit at
tho head of a deputation of the Prussian
nobility.
